other shield than the consciousness that 
their banners were the emblems of lib- 
erty, of justice, and of truth.’ The 
committee say that the prayer of these 
men, who protected the law-makersa of 
the Capital during the war, and sared 
the country itself from destruction, must 
ncither be denied nor evaded, when 
they only ask the nation for justice ; and 
they ask the reference of the petition to 
the Committee on Military Affairs, with 
the recommendation that the committee 
report a bill for the equalization of 
bounties in money, or by the issue of 
bonds of the United States for the pur- 
pom, 


“JT .have taken this opportunity, on this 
occasion, to say what I have relating to 
the killing of Mr. Brassfield for entering 
the house of one of the saints and steal- 
ing away bis wife. Were I absent from 
my bome, I would rejoice to know that 
I had friends there.to protect and guard 


the virtue of my household; and I]. 


would thank God for such friends.” 

The above is the closing paragraph 

of the remarks ef Brigham Young in 
the Tabernacle, Sunday morning, April 
8th, concerning the Brassfield murder— 
as reported in the Telegraph. We pro- 
sume that no other evidence need be 
presented in proof of our assertion that, 
the President of the “Church af Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints’’ approves 
and countenances the bloody deed re- 
ferred to. If the’ case really was as 
represented by the Mormon press and 
preachers ; if Brassficld had pursued a 
eourse dishonorable in any fespect; if 
he was a seducer of innocence and vir- 
tne; a “thief,” a “dog,” as these very 
holy persons pretend, they might have 
some little justification for the course 
they have pursued in defending his as- 
sassination. And even then, while the 
man was in the hands of the law, and in 
charge of its proper officers, he should 
bare been safe, at least until the law 
had done with him. Dut the case was 
far different. Brassficld committed no 
crime, and no dishonorable act can be 
laid to his charge. Openly and with no 
attempt at secreey or concealment. he 
Was marricd toa Mormon woman by a 
Judge of the United States Court. Was 
thata crime? Was it an evidence of 
“seduction ?’’ Because he did this, and 
because he was guilty of no offense of 
which even a Mormon jury could find 
bim guilty before the law, he was base- 
ly murdered in the streets—shot in the 
vack-—while alli Mormondom applauds 
the act, and Gentiles who dare to think 
otherwise are threatened yith the ven-. 
geance of the Church. 

The fact that a man has been murder- 
ed does not comprebend the qnestion at 
issue ; but itis tbe fearful fact that the 
killing is openly defended by the press 
and from the pulpit—that it is regarded 
by both prophets and people as an evi- 
dence of Mormon supremacy in Utab, 
which gives to it ita terrible significance. 
If these christian administraturs of the 
‘blood atenement”’ will prove to us 
thet Brasefield was guilty of any wrong, 
we will apologise to them for half we 
6ai/l—under the injuactien that the truth 
should not be spoken at all times. They 
cannot do it. It is true they charge ! 
that he was a“sedacer,” a “robber,” 
and the like, but assertion is not proof:
